The general Issued the Japanese 
reports in connection with a visit to 
Hie site of the first atomic bomb 
explosion, about 60 miles north of 
here. Hp loci a party of 31 writers 
and photographers, 
five 
scientists 
and a dozen army officers into the 
bomb crater last Sunday afternoon. 
This was the first public revela­ 
tion of the amazing details of the 
atomic damage to the ground It­ 
self. The things seen tliere and the 
story of X-rays told by Instruments 
carried into the crater showed defi­ 
nitely why Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
are not ruined for 
human habita­ 
tion. They showed too why it Is 
Improbable that more than a com­ 
paratively few 
persons 
were 
In­ 
jured by atomic rays of any sort, 
except at the instant of the flash. 
Tilts New Mexico bomb was nearly 
as big and, for ray-making, Just as 
terrific as the Hiroshima and Naga­ 
saki bombs. It was exploded only IOO 
feet from the ground. where It m elt­ 
ed the top soil for a quarter mile 
all around and 
by 
transmutation 
filled this thin layer with X-rays 
and other less dangerous forms of 
atomic rays. 
S p ared J a p Live* 
Both Japanese bombs deliberately 
were 
exploded 
at 
much 
greater 
heights. One purpose was to spare 
the Japanese from 
blasts 
which 
would poison the earth with radio­ 
active rays and subject tile sites 
for some weeks to dangers beyond 
tile military destruction sought. 
When Groves led the party into 
the New Mexico crater last Sunday 
afternoon, the bolled earth there 
.still wa»> emitting X-iays. But by 
that time, less than two months 
after the explosion, these rays had 
tiled down so 
much 
that lialf an 
hour's stay was safe 
Tile crater, a saucer nearly half a 
mile wide, was an almost unbroken 
expanse of jade and turquoise col­ 
ored glass, formed by the Intense 
heat that melted tile earth. At the 
center of the crater was a bowl, 300 
feet across, a little deeper than tile 
rest of the depression. There most 
of the glass had been blown out 
by some sort of back-draft 
Fa t th F orced D ow n 
Equally amazing was the form of 
the crater, lilts depression had not 
been made by digging out the soil. 
Instead the solid earth had been 
forced down, as lf pressed by a gi­ 
gantic mold 
H ie mold was the pressure gen­ 
erated in the bomb. H ie amount of 
tills pressure is a secret, except for 
an approximate figure given In the 
official British report of the atomic 
bomb. The British said the pressure 
was millions of times greater than 
one 
atmosphere, 
which 
is

pounds a square inch at sea level. 
H ie heat which bolled the earth 
Is also a secret. But again the Brit­ 
ish report gives an idea, saying it 
w as millions of degrees.
